The below articles, taken from near- 
by ‘exchanges, indicates that Charle- 
voix and Antrim County officials have 
opened a campaign to eliminate the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors. 


(From Boyne Citizen) 

Sunday afternoon William Lanz was 
arrested and locked upin the city jail 
by chief of police Vaughn. On Tues- 
day he signed a confession in which he 
implicated John Richert, wKo has made 
his home, for two or three years in 
Charlevoix, in the illicit manufacture 
(of intoxicating liquor. 

Mr. Lanz appeared before Justice D. 
L. Hammond on Thursday and was re- 
leased’on a $500'00 bond signed by five 
sureties, after being definitely charged 
with unlawfully manufacturing, having 
Tm possession, and selling intoxicating 
liquors. The stitlin which the manus 
facturing was done, was located in a 
vacant house on Main street, this city. 

John -Richert was more difficult to 
land, but he was fivally—on Wednes- 
day evening—placed under arrest by 
special deputy sheriff Leo Cook, who 
had been watching a house Richert 
was expected to visit, for many hours. 

Richert was taken at once to the 
county jail but on Thursday he was re- 
turned for his hearing before Justice 
Hammond. He was charged, in addi- 
tion to the same complaint that was 
lodged against Lanz, with  statutofy 
raye. He was returned to the county 
jail, in default of bond, and wiill-pro- 
bably be tried in the December term of 
Circuit Court. 

Wednesday, after investigating the 
above cases, while Sheriff Weaver wss 
driving home, he was passed on the 
road by Floyd Rice of Charlevoix, for- 
merly of East Jordan, who later on 
was found with his car in the, ditch at 
the foot of the Cooper hill near Char- 
levoix, When the Sheriff questioned 
Rice he shoved fight, managing to land 
one blow on the person of the ofiicer, 
and declared there were not enough 
men in Charlevoix caunty to place him 
under arrest—but it seems that he took | 
in t6o much. territory—for’ the sheriff 
with thé aid of two men he called to 
his assistance suceeded in getting the 
handcuffs upon him and he was taken 
before Justice Cooper in Charlevoix!

OPEN WHITE HOUSE 
NEW YEAR’S DAY 


Washington, Nov. 15—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—The whole country 
applauds the decision of President and 
Mrs. Harding to restore the old prac- 
tice of holding « New Year’s reception 
at the White House. The New Year’s 
reception was an event long establish- 
ed by custom and upheld by every 
President down to the advent of Presi- 
dent Wilson in the Executive Mansion. 
During the eight years of President 
Wilson’s incumbency no New Year’s 
reception washeld, - 


Standing for several hours and shak- 
ing hands with some 10,000 people who 
wait in line for an opportunity to meet 
and greet the Chief Executive, is not 
an easy task, but President Harding 
inds ita pleasantSone. He likes to 
meet people, and the large number oi 
eallers at the White House since he 
has been its occupant demonstrates 
that the peopleJike to meet him. 

The announcement that the New 
Year’s reception will be resumed is 
important, not merely because it. wil: 
afford opportunity for a large number 
of people to meet the President, but 
because it is significant of a change of 
attitpde on the part of the “Chief Exe- 
cutive toward the peopke. President 
Wilson adopted a policy of exclusive- 
ness and isolation. He “not only, did 
not meet the public generally, but™ip- 
vited few people of prominence to 
meet him at his office and confer re. 
garding public welfare. His was a 
one-man administration. 

Mr. Harding not only meets large 
numbers of people for the mere pleas- 
ure of making an acquaintance, but he 
also grants special audiences to a 
great many men of importance in their 
local communities who can ahd do ad- 
vise him regarding the condition of 
business and the needs of the people 
ca industrial and social way.

Road Commissioner Rogers Says Time 
Wilt Be Devoted to Spans in 
South Half of State.

Lgnsing—Michigan will receive au 
additional $2,250,000 of federal high- 
‘way aid, the federal highway depart- 
ment informed Frank FP. Rogers, high- 
way commissoner, last week: : 
This will mean that Mivhigan’s 
1922 road construction program will 
be based on an expenditure of $15,- 
000,000, instead of the. $13,000,000" 
originally planned. Bridge construc- 
tion, Mr. Rogers says, will be a much 
larger item in next year’s expendi- 
tures than it has been in the expendi- 
tures this year. : - 


“We are so anxious to fill in the 
gaps in the trunk lines,” he said, 
“that we begrudged every cent and 
every minute spent-on bridges this 
year. Now that the gaps are preity 
well taken care of, we shall devote 
more time to bridges in the soutnern 
half of the state next year, while a 
large part of our construction will be 
in the northern half.” 

Mr. Rogers announced that no more 
state aid will be paid on county roads 
unless the highway program of the 
particular county lias previously been 
‘submitted to the state highway de- 
partment and ¢es:proved, and the par- 
ticular road has been-authorized as a 
state aid road. : 

Under legislution enacted by the 
legislature, the ‘highway department 
is authorized to specify the roads on 
whch state aid will be paid. The 
curtailment of expenditure on these 
projects is made necessary by the 
fact that the state has only $1,330,000 
with which to pay state rewards next 
year, ares 
fhe highway programs to be pre- 
pared by the county road commission- 
ers are expected to outline road-build- 
ing programs for some years in the- 
future, and to contemplate construc- 
tion o£ state aid roads, or improved 
roads of some sort, every three miles 
east and west and north and south 
across the county.
